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Gaithersburg Celebrates Green Month with Virtual Programs, No Straw Pledge, Green Up 

Day & Screening of “Wasted: The Story of Food Waste” 
 
 
Gaithersburg, MD (March 15, 2021) The City of Gaithersburg invites you to participate in activities that 
celebrate and improve the environment during Gaithersburg Green Month in April. In addition to being fun 
and educational, it is also a great way for students to earn service learning credits while making our 
community a better place to live. This year’s Green Month includes a variety of virtual and socially distanced 
in-person activities to help protect and preserve our environment. Some of the offerings include a “No Straw 
Pledge,” park clean-ups, a screening of the film “Wasted! The Story of Food Waste,” a self-guided tree tour of 
Morris Park, and discussions about the Potomac watershed, pesticide free lawn care, and much more. 
 
Take the No Straw Pledge 
500 million straws are thrown away in the US every day. Straws may seem not that important, but they don’t 
biodegrade, they just get broken into smaller pieces. By 2050, there will be more plastic than fish in the ocean 
(by weight). Plastic straws are just one of many single-use plastics polluting the water and harming sea life.  
There’s something you can do about it. Take action against plastic pollution starting with plastic straws. Sign 
the No Straw Pledge here, and join the #StopSucking for a Strawless Ocean social media challenge.

Want to know how road salt pollution is affecting Gaithersburg? Even when winter is over, road salt pollution 
can be found in streams and rivers throughout the spring and summer. It’s harmful to both wildlife and our 
drinking water. You’re invited to become a stream monitor to help keep track of salt in our local waterways.
